F ra nk Arnold, defendant in 
the 
case of Arnold v s. Arnold, in which 
a life insurance policy was the prom 
Inent feature, and which cake was 
begun ten years ago, 
in substance 
was the v ictor in the circuit 
court 
yesterday. 
While the court held that the pol 
icy was assigned to the defendant in 
trust for the heirs, yet he will clean 
up afte r ev erything is settled, 
be­ 
tween $3,500 and 
$4,000. 
Other 
heirs will get from 
$7 00 
to $8 00 
each. 
Decisio n o f Co urt. 
The decision of the court iu sub­ 
stance is: 
The court held that the $5,000 life 
insurance policy which was assigned 
by Jam es B. Arnold to F ra nk Ar­ 
nold, his son. and defendant in this 
case, is assigned in trust for use of 
the fiv e heirs. 
But F ra nk Arnold 
should be repaid for all premiums 
which he paid on the policy during 
the life of his father, am ounting to 
$1500, and interest on each annual 
payment from the date of payment 
to the date of the commencement of 
the suit. 
The court held that Trank Arnold 
should account for rent of his m oth ­ 
er's farm from the date he took pos­ 
session, 1891, to the time he receiv ­ 
ed tlu deed from the master in chan­ 
cery, 1 894, as a result of foreclosure, 
a mortgage he held on the premises. 
But he should also be giv en credit 
4 r all L.xex, insurance, repairs ami 
improv ements on the premises dur­ 
ing that period. 
The court held as to the personal 
property of Ja m es B. Arnold which 
Frank Arnold took 
possession 
of 
when he went on the farm and which 
complainants wanted him to account 
for, should not be accounted for. The 
property according to the defendant's 
own inv entory was v alued at 
ov er 
$1,100. 
On the whole, the result of 
the 
suit, which took two days to try and 
in which were inv olv ed some 
fine 
points of law, is as follows: 
There is now in the circuit clerk's 
hands for distribution $5000 or $6,-
